Government Denies 
Leopold To Quit 


Congress Ready To Grant 
Truman Vast War Powers

BRUSSELS, July 31—Angry 
crowds milled 
through the 
streets of uneasy Brussels to­ 
day following official denial of 
rumors that King Leopold 111 
will abdicate. 
Hundreds of persons, who 
had cheered loudly and slap­ 
ped one another on the back 
at reports of the king’s capitu­ 
lation, turned ugly and vio­ 
lent. 
They halted traffic and taunted 
grimly silent police with cries of 
“murderers”. 
Starting from the Bourse, the 
crowds surged through Brussels, 
halting the few streetcars that 
managed to run despite a general 
strike, snarling traffic and hurling 
chairs from in front of shuttered 
cafes and restaurants into the 
street. 
One marauding group smashed 
the windows of the only depart­ 
ment store in the city that had 
remained open in the face of 
threats. 
The proprietor finally 
closed this establishment. 
All theatres and cafes in the 
once gay metropolis were ordered 
by police to suspend operations as 
a precautionary measure. 
Political consultations continued 
steadily in an effort to find some« 
settlement to avert civil war. Pre­ 
mier Jean 
Duvieiisart 
said 
he 
hopes it will be possible to an­ 
nounce a solution today. 
But Senator Etienne Poussin, a 
leading member of the pro-Leo­ 
pold Social Christian (Catholic) 
party ruled out a compromise. 
Poussin said: 
“There is not only no question 
of abdication, but there is no ques­ 
tion of the king even delegating 
his powers to his son.” 
King Leopold offered on April 
15 to abdicate in favor of Crown 
Prince Baudouin provided he was 
permitted to return to Brussels and 
handle the abdication in person, 
(The London Evening Star seid 
flatly in a Brussels dispatch that 
Leopold will surrender his powers. 
But a communique from th e ‘pre­ 
mier’s office was in complete con- 
tradition.) 
, 
The government likewise denied 
a report that it would resign be­ 
cause of the impasse.

WASHINGTON, July 31— (INS) 
Defense officials said today that 
voluntary enlistments may increase 
sharply if Congress restores the 
liberal dependency allowances to 
servicemen in effect during World 
War II.

This amounts to $45 a month if 
he is below the rank of sergeant 
or $67.50, if he is above that rank, 
A man in the rank of private 
who receives no quarters allowance 
would, under the proposed bill, 
have $100 a month added to his 
pay if he h«4 a wife and one child.

He was pronounced dead by Dr. 
John McCloskey, Who called police. 
Detectives said Dr. Harr had been 
under a doctor’s care.

A. 
Kelly, of the homicide squad, re­ 
ported finding a box of vials of 
strychnine hydrochloride—a stim­ 
ulant when taken in small dosages 
in the bathroom. Eight empty 
vials were in the wastebasket, he 
said. 
Physicians at Temple University 
hospital, where the body was taken, 
listed the cause of death as “un­ 
known at this time.” 
Results of an autopsy performed 
yesterday were withheld pending

Dr. Harr resigned from Earle’s 
cabinet in 1937 to become city 
treasurer of Philadelphia.

Employment Rise 
Reduces Relief 
HARRISBURGH, July 31—(INS)

cent of the plant had been effec­ 
tively damaged. 
The smashing air raid described 
as ‘one of the heaviest” air blows 
yet struck in the Korean war was 
made 
on the

Nitrogen 
Chemical Company plant at Hung- 
nam (Konan) on the North Korea 
east coast, 50 miles above Wonsan. 
Reduces Potential 
The superfort raid on the plant, 
which manufactures explosives and 
chemicals, materially reduces the 
capacity of the Communist invad­ 
ers to maintain their ammunition 
supply. 
A Far East air forces communi­ 
que, issued in Tokyo early Monday 
afternoon pointed out that the 
chosen company “is rated as tlx# 
largest and most important indus­ 
trial installation in Korea”.

said preliminary reports indicated 
the huge plant was "severely dam­ 
aged”. 
“The first bomb drops,” de­ 
clared the dramatically-worded air 
force bulletin, “were followed by 
15 sharp explosions that rocked

Reinforcements 
Rushed To 
, 
As Reds Advance

TOKYO, July 31. —- Seaborne American troop reinforce­ 
ments direct from the United States landed in Korea today and 
sped, with full battle gear, toward the front to aid in stemming 
a giant Communist offensive that speared tonight within 50 
miles of vital Pusan. 
(Editor’s Note; The fresh reinforcements were not identi* 
fied, but the only army troops previously announced to have 
sailed for Korea from the United States within the past two 
weeks was the Second Division.) 
The fresh U. S. Army forces moved in train and truck con­ 
voys to the flaming battlezone straight from thd South Korean 
port where they embarked from their ships. 
Arrival of the first reinforcements sent overseas directly 
from America to Korea came a few hours before Communist 
armored hosts overran the gateway junctions of Chinju and 
Hyopchon to smash onto the plain that sweeps east and south­ 
east down to the entry port of Pusan. 
Tank-led thousands of Red troops penetrated the central as 
well as the southern sector of the shrivelling defense perim­ 
eter along which American and South Korean forces fought 
furiously to defend Korea’s southeast corner. 
A few hours after the reinfrocements arrived, International 
News Service War Correspondent Frank Emery disclosed in a 
dispatch from the critical southern front that Chinju and Hy- 
opchon had fallen to the North Koreans after savage street 
fighting with U. S. and South Korean troops. 
Emery’s dispatch, received in Tokyo at 9:21 o’clock Monday 
night (7:21 a. m. EDT), described Chinju and Hyopchon as 
two vital road junctions leading to Pusan, the all important 
entry port at the southeast tip of peninsular conutry.

At Chinju, a seven-way rail and 
highway 
communications center, 
the Communists were only 52 air 
miles west of Pusan. At Hyopchon, 
24 miles north of Chinju, the en­ 
emy forces surged eastward to 
strike at Chogye, only four miles 
west of a band in the Naktong 
river, last major natural defefcse 
line available to the hard-pressed 
American troops. 
The northern arm of the enemy’s 
eastward 
drive 
across Korea’s 
southern sector was reported with­ 
in 50 miles northwest of Pusan, 
and only 28 air miles southwest of 
Taegu. The latter city, provisional 
capital of the South Korean Re­ 
pública, forms the heart of the en­ 
tire American defense system in 
Korea.

O’Mahoney (D) Wyo., said 
he will sponsor such an amend­ 
ment to the tax measure carrying 
a five billion dollar boost in rev­ 
enue requested by President Tru­ 
man. 
O’Mahone.y’s proposal w o u l d 
clamp an immediate 75 per cent 
I tax on profits that were determined 
to be 135 to 150 per cent above 
, “normal.” 
A 100 per cent rate 
would apply when profits went 
above 150 per cent of “normal.” 
The proposal defines “normal” 
profits as 75 per cent of a ffrm’s 
average earnings for the years 
1947, 1948 and IMA. OMahoney

observed, that “corporate profits 
during the post-war period have 
been running at an all-time high 
level.” 
O’Mahoney declared: 
“Many members of Congress 
have expressed to me the convic­ 
tion that the extraordinary ex­ 
penditures which the government 
must make to overcome Communist 
aggression in Korea should not be­ 
come the means by which huge 
war profits can be reaped on the 
home front. 
"At the same time we are put­ 
ting young men into military uni­ 
form to fight for permanent peace, 
every person on the home front 
must be willing to put on an 
economic uniform to show his will­ 
ingness to match the sacrifice of 
the soldiers.”

NEW YORK. July 31.—<1NS)— 
Labor Secretary Tobin said today 
that no group in the U.S. has more 
clearly endorsed the steps taken 
to bolster world peace than has 
organized labor 
In an address prepared for de­ 
livery before the New York State 
Federation of Labor, the secretary 
made no reference to President 
Trum an's statement on labor’s role 
in the Korean war effort.

"Wage demands of a character 
which might lead to another infla­ 
tionary spiral should be avoided 
. . . work stoppages in vital indus­ 
tries are something we simply can­ 
not afford under current condi­ 
tions ”

Tobin said that labor i* to be

THE FBI'S JOB 
President Truman has asked all law enforcement officers 
—federal, state and local—to pass along promptly to the FBI 
any information they get respecting possible sabotage or sub­ 
versive activities. The FBI is the central United States agency 
to deal with such threat to internal security. Private citizens, 
too, are urged by the President to report all suspicious activi­ 
ties promptly to the FBI. 
The danger does not call for getting hysterical or panicky. 
The FBI's big job will only be made harder if it has to check up 
on every Aunt Nellie's account of how “So-and-So” said at the 
bridge party that she never did like war and wished we 
weren’t in this one. Talk is not a suspicious activity. 
The people the FBI want to catch up with are the tight- 
lipped c o n sp ira to rs who are acting, not talking. The citizen 
who becomes suspicious should not go off half-cocked. But if 
he should not hesitate to phone the FBI. 
There is no reason to expect the FBI to be caught nap­ 
ping For more than a year, it has had staff plans ready to deal 
with any such problems that arise in wartime. Its agents are 
well spotted in strategic positions in Communist groups. It 
knows whom to watch, and where to watch. With the help of 
alert citizens, it should be able to get its job done by American 
methods.

At 44 years of age, Malik is an 


experienced diplomat and a skilled 
negotiator. 
He was born in Kharkov in the 
Ukraine, an area generally suspect­ 
ed of being the least enthusiastic 
from a communist viewpoint of ail 
the areas in the Soviet Union. 
Malik attended the University in 
Kharkov, majoring in economics, 
and then went on to the Soviet In­ 
stitute of Foreign Affairs in Mos­ 
cow. training school for the diplo­ 
matic corps. His chief job was am­ 
bassador to Tokyo and it was he 
who notified the Japanese foreign 
office of Russia’s war declaration 
shortly after Hiroshima.

WASHINGTON, July 31. 
Faced with a peril such as now confronts this counry, It seems in­ 
credible that the facts presented on Wednesday by Mr. B. M. Baruch 
to the Senate Banking and Currency Committee could be passed 
over or ignored. No more solemn warning and none more solidly 
based has ever been given to this nation in a great crisis. 


And yet all Mr. Baruch did was to repeat, in substance, the recom­ 
m endations he made in 1941 and upon which action was inexcusably 
delayed for two years (and even then feebly taken) during which 
time prices of all kinds had run wild and an inflation perm itted th at 
“added a hundred billion to the cost of the war, needlessly prolonged 
the conflict and unnecessarily increased the toll of dead and wounded.” 
At that time, asked for his advice, Mr. Baruch laid down facts which 
never have been questioned and made arguments which never have 
been disputed. 


Now, nine years later, responding to another request, this man, who 
no one has ever suggested had either a personal or political ax to grind, 
again urges without delay an “over-all ceiling across the entire econ­ 
omy, overall prices, wages, rents, fees, etc., with high enough taxes 
to prevent profiteering and to pay all defense costs, with an all-em­ 
bracing effective system of priorities.” In brief, he again insists thero 
is no way to avert Inflation except by immediate dealing with the fac­ 
tors involved altogether and all at one time. It cannot be done piece­ 
meal, as Mr. Roosevelt disastrously attem pted last time, or step by 
step, as Mr. Truman now proposes. This time, the Baruch recommenda­ 
tions have greatly gained in weight by the record of the terrific waste 
of men, money and m aterial which followed failure to act in 1941. 


Not minimizing the drastic nature of an all-out mobilization, Mr. 
Barhch contends it is the only intelligent way to proceed. It would 
minimize the actual sacrifices we would have to make and reduce the 
risks of a third world war by serving notice to the world that our 
trem endous economic potential is ready to be exerted fully—and not 
partly. “Before the peace is won,” he declared, “we shall have to com* 
to this mobilization. It will never be easier to do than now.” Of course, 
the great basic fact about the Baruch proposals, which Mr. Roosevelt 
would not face in 1941, and which Mr. Truman is evidently not facing 
now, is that all efforts to control prices—which means inflation—be­ 
come farcical if ceilings are not firmly, placed on wages and on food 
costs, which are the two big factors in all prices.

Today one is almost forced to 
ascribe Mr. Trum an’s apparent refusal to profit by a bitter and costly 
experience to the same reason. 


The alliance between the Democratic Administration and th« 
Democratic party, on the one hand, and the labor bosses, on the other, 
is even tighter now than it was under Mr. Roosevelt. Their attitude is 
more arrogant and demanding. The politicians regard their support as 
more important. So long as Mr. Trum an fails to meet this test, he 
cannot escape the obvious conchision as to the reasons. The cost to 
the country can be so devastating that it is unthinkable a man in his 
position should not rise above all political considerations and per­ 
sonal feelings. It is ardently to be hoped that Mr. Truman speedily 
proves that those who suggest he may not, do him great injustice.

S itb Four Billion 
To Arm Froo World, 
Roduco Danger Here

WASHINGTON, July 31.—Presi 
dent Truman spells out for con­ 
gressional leaders today a greatly 
expanded program to arm the free 
world and reduce the danger of 
communist attack on the United 
States. 
The president, in a White House 
conference, is expected to request 
about four billion dollars. This is 
four times the amount already 
voted by congress this year for 
foreign military aid. 
Mr. Truman may suggest that an 
additional billion in Marshall plan 
counterpart funds be diverted to 
military use. These funds are put 
up in their own currency by coun 
tries in the European recovery pro 
gram on a matching basis with 
American dollars invested. 
Senate armed srvices chairman 
Tydings (D) Md., said the broaden­ 
ed arms-a id program will lessen 
the danger of an "invaded Amer 
ica” and will reduce the chances 
of a Russian attack on this this 
country. 
Senate foreign relations chair­ 
man Connally <D> Tex., who will 
ateer the emergency legislation 
through the senate, promised quick 
action. 
Connally 
said

committee 
might meet today and not later 
than Tuesday to start the neces 
aary bill on its way. 
Called to the White House con 
Sference are the top Democrats and 


Republicans on six congressional 
committees 
directly 
concerned 
with global rearmament—-the for­ 
eign policy, armed services and ap­ 
propriations committees of both 
the senate and the house. 
Western Europe is expected to 
get the lion’s share of the new 
munitions. 
Other possible targets 
of a Russian attack to be strength­ 
ened under the emergency pro­ 
gram are Iran and anti-communist 
areas of the far east.

Egg-Poultry 
Outlook Good 


WASHINGTON, July 31.—(INS) 
— Federal farm officials predict to­ 
day that the Korean war is not 
likely to have immediate effect on 
the nation’s poultry and egg pro­ 
duction. 
The agriculture department also 
said that any increase in military 
demand for eggs and poultry meat 
can be met partly from government 
surplus stocks of dried eggs and 
frozen turkey. 
Government purchases of dried 
eggs so far this year exceed the 
largest annual military purchases 
of the product during World War 
II. In the first three weeks of this 
month, the government bought five 
million pounds of turkey for price 
support purposes, 
tH course, the department con­ 
cedes that civilian demand for eggs 
or poultry may rise because of up­ 
ward shifts in either the price or 
per capita supply of meat. 
If such shifts develop, the agency 
says they are likely to affect poul­ 
try meat prices more than egg 
prices because poultry meats com­ 
pete more directly with red meats 
than do eggs. Experts point out 
also that it is easier and more prac­ 
tical for commercial and institu­ 
tional users to store poultry than 
eggs. 
This fall and early winter, sup­ 
plies of turkey may be a neat-rec­ 
ord and broiler supplies may be the 
largest for the season in history. 
Marketing of hens also will be 
large since laying flocks on Juyl 1 
were five percent larger than a 
year ago 
But despite these prospects for 
abundant supplies, the iarm fore­ 
casters think that poultry prices 
may not drop because ol an usually 
strong consumer demand. 
About the egg situation, the de­ 
partment reports that production 
on farms increased by 55 per cent 
from 1935-39 to 1949. A’ the same 
time, consumption per person and 
population increased, but eggs still 
havo been a surplus commodity 
during the past several years 
Only Washington state shows a 
decline in egg production during 
the period in question. 
In June this year, five per cent 
more eggs were produced on farms 
than a year earlier. 
As far as prices go, the depart 
ment notes that eggs held steady j 
(from mid-June to mid-July» since 
the Korean fighting starred. This is 
in sharp contrast to many other 
commodities. 
A seasonal price rise tor eggs is; 
currently underway. It is concen­ 
trated principally in the better ]
